Chapter 9 - Town Anniversary Issues (Continued) 

1938 Hampton 300th. The unusual arrowhead shaped medal shows Eunice "Goody" Cole 
who wqjs convicted of witchcraft in 1656 but her name cleared and returned to "Citizenship 
in 1938. The design on opposite side appears to be the town seal. Quite scarce. 

1938 Exeter 300th. The Exeter Banking Company issued this 32mm. bronze medal with 
Rev. John Wheelwright, founder of Exeter, on one side. The reverse shows a small town 
seal. Can anyone identify the building? The pictures are switched with $37 reverse 
shown as $34 and vice versa on inside front cover. Made by Whitehead & B 0 ag. 

The pin back button showing the Old Garrison House was probably the official issue. 

It was made by Vfhitehead and Hoag. Rare. (Reverse shown as $36). 

1938 East Kingston 200th. The pin button made by Whitehead & Hoag is rare. Can anyone 
identify building shown? (Reverse is shown as $35). 

1939 Peterboro 200th. The 32mm. white metal medal was issued by the First National 
Bank of Peterborough, shown on one side. The town seal is shown at top of other side. 

Made by Whitehead & Hoag. Scarce. 

1953 Keene 200th. The 55mm pin button has green dedign on white background. Scarce . 

1953 Nashua 100th. The 32mm. goldene medal shows Nashua as the gateway to New 
Hampshire, as copyrighted by Nashua, N. H. (The same side is pictured twice.) The other 
side shows the Nashua City Hall with "NASHUA - YOUR ANNIVERSARY CITY OF ACHIEVEMENT AND 
ADVANCEMENT" around the outside and "MCMLIII" at bottom. Not too scarce. 

The Indian Head National Bank issued the encased cent using a 1953D cent. 

1954 Somersworth 200th. The pin button shown ($41 ) is quite scarce. 

1959 Pembroke 200th. The 29 MM. goldene medal was issued by the Suncook Bank. It 
is quite scarce. 

1960 Manchester 150th! The small pinback shown uses 1810 as the base date instead of 
1846 used on the 1906 medals. This pin is quite scarce. 

1961 Lebanon 200th, The 31 MM. goldene medal with loop %s shown is scarce with 
ribbon but not scarce without. It is unusual to have the word "medal” on it. 

1961 Goffstown 200th, The 42 mm. bolo tie slide has gold lettering on white. 

It seems to be scarce. 

1962 Gilford 150th, This 41 MM. gilt medal has a beautiful high relief obverse 
probably from a stock design used for athletic awards. The reverse has design incused 
and is no mathh for the obvers esthetically. Quite scarce. 

J963 Haverhill 200th. The 29 mm. goldene medal is unusual in combining in one 
medal the issue for two towns in two states. What does the states represent? 

1963 Lisbon 200th. The 35 mm. gilded aluminum medal issued by the Lisbon Bank 
is shown on inside cover of next issue. Not too scarce. 

1963 Plymouth 200th. The 38 MM medal with loop and ring in white metal is well 
executed with high releif for the Boy Scout fountain and good detail for the Daniel i 
Webster Courthouse. Quite scarce. 

1963 Warren 200th. The 32 mn. golden medrl showing Mt. Moosilauke behind a church and 
another building is available.
